Kvery bill shall be read at length, all 
I amendments made tliereto shall be printed for 
J the use of the 7nenibers before the final vote is 
I taken ontliebill; and no bill shall become a 
law* upon the .same day on which it is intro- 
i dtiecd or reiwrtcd. On its final passage, the

No ordinance giving any extra compensation 
to any public olTlcer, servant,, employee, agent 
or contractor, after services sliall have been ren¬ 
dered, or contract made, nor providing for the 
payment of any claim against tlie city, without 
previous authority of law, sliall be passed ex¬ 
cept by a two-tbirds vote. \Tht» hns bem 
cidedby both Councils to be a two-thirds vote of 
^he members voting,] 

8ec. 6. When any bill upon its third reading 
and final passage, shall receive tlie votes of a 
majority of tlie members of Council present, 
but not a majority of those elected, sucli bill 
shall be considered as laid upon the table, and 
may be called up for further acthm at tlie same 
or any subsequent meeting of Council. 

Sec. 7. No ordinance nor section thereof, 
shall be revised or amended, unless the new 
ordinance contains tlie entire ordinance or sec¬ 
tion revised or amended, and the ordinance, 
section or sections so amended shall be repealed.

to reconsider be made, the action to be consid¬ 
ered shall have been communicated to the other 
Council, the motion sliall be torei'all and recon¬ 
sider, and if the motion shall be agreed to, the 
Clerk shall inform tlie other Council thereof, 
and tlie papers in connection tlierewitli shall 
then he returned for further act ion to the Coun¬ 
cil in whicli the motion to reconsider was made;

8eo. 12. Wlien a .blank is to be filled, the 
question siiall be first taken on the largest sum, 
the greatest number and the most distant date.

Substantial aid has been given to many in¬ 
digent famiics, and ample provision for 
medical attendance by local physicians In 
their respective districts, which embrace the 
wiiole area of the city. 

The total expenditures for the month, 
were $6,173.18, leaving a balance to our credit 
of $71,352.49 in the City Treasury.

Conslderlnjuthat the bid is nearly one 
hundred iht cent, over that of Ijist year and 
the great com‘Dssions heretofore granted the 
company, your (ommlttee (‘onsider its action 
exceedingly illlbeml. The laying of mainsfor 
gas oompnnleH in Pittsburgh nas already cost 
the city many thotisands of dollars m the 
matter of the repair of streets, l)esldes ruining 
many other streets not yet repaired. I t|is a wen 
known fact, that when the oond of a street Is 
once broken,It is never so good as before until 
entirely relaid. Taking these facts, besides 
others hereinafter alluded to, into considera¬ 
tion,wethink the city ouglit U) endeavor to ol>- 
taln by eon>pulslnn what it has been unable 
to obtain by fair dealing and a decent regard 
for the proprieties. 

The Philadelphia Company, notwith¬ 
standing all the fawirs obtained from the City 
Government, and they arc many, has chosen, 
we think, to act in a very indecent and outra- 
gfsuis manner, In the first place, that com¬ 
pany only pr>sseHses powers as a natural gas 
crmipany under the Natural Gas Act of life. 
That a<’t was Intended to, and did by a fair con¬ 
struction prevent monopolies. It limited the 
capital to 000.000 and prevented consoli¬ 
dations. What Is the fact here—the Philadel¬ 
phia Coin|)any has a swollen and watered 


capital amounting to $7,500,000, and it has swal¬ 
lowed up all the other, com pan ie.s in the city. 
OrjginjiUy incorporated to do anything, it has 
boon used for many parpose.s like the (Jredit- 
MobcUcr (Company, notably the construction 
of railroads in the Western Territorie.s and 
even in Mexico. 

Another thing, the Corporation Act of 
1874 gives the (Courts the |K>wer to regulate the 
price of manufactured gas on the complaint of 
any i)erson aggrieved, why should natural gas 
companies be exemiit from the same rule? 
We sneak advisedly when we say that this very 
provision was omitted from the Natural Gas 
Act of 1885, by making it an independent Act 
instead of a supplement to the general Corpor¬ 
ation Act of 1874. 

We recommend, in concln.sion of this 
hurriedly drawn report, 

1st. Tluit the City Attorney be instructed to 
apply to the Attorney General for a writ of 
(mo wdrrnnto inquiring by what right the Philar 
delpiiia Company acts as a natural gas com¬ 
pany. 

2nd. By w’hat authority it purchased, leased 
or consolidated with other companies ?— 

Failing in this, that the committee on 
legislation be reijiiested, 

1st. To draft an act for submission to the 
Legislature, bringing a11 natural gas companies 
with the proteotiveprovisionsof theactof 1874, 
giving an aggrieved p(‘rsoii the right to appeal 
to (?ourt wdicre an excessive charge is alleged. 

2d. To compel all companies to accept the 
provisions of the Natural Gas Act of 1885, and 
unless they so accept, withdrawing all privi¬ 
leges, including the right of eminent domain 
from companies so refusing.

Law and custom have made it the duty 
of the Mayor to submit from time to time to 
the public, through Councils, sugge.stions and 
Information in regard to the government of 
the city, and in accordance therewith I respect¬ 
fully .submit the following for the eonsidera- 
tl *n of your honorable bodies: 

The growth of our city is ii proper subject of 
pride to every citizen, but the large increase in 
municipal expenditures in the opinion ot many 
tax-payers is considered greater than efficient 
and economical government would seem to re¬ 
quire. In a communication to your honorable 
bodies on January 28th ult I referred briefly 
to this subject, but owing to the meagre de¬ 
partmental estimates, at that time I wa.s una¬ 
ble to make the suggestions tir which I now 
invite your consideration, and while the esti¬ 
mates now furnhshed are in some degree 
vague and incomplete, they furnish material 
for instructive comparison. 

I assume that the public Is willing to pay 
liberally for clficlency, but nothing for waste 
and extravagance, and In view of increasing 
expenditures It Is a grave question whether 
tiie public Is getting a proper equivalent for 
the expenditures indicated in these estimates. 
No citizen will object to a proper Increase in 
expenses, but an exam in niton of the depart¬ 
mental estimates show a large increase in al- 
mo.st every direction,some Items being doubled 
and trebled without any apparent neceadty 
lor such Increase, and In order to make this 
plain to the public, a brief comparison of these 
official estimates Is herewith submitted:

Theaceused are presumed to be liinocent until 
proven guilty, but their presence on the force 
in the lace ol such grave charges manifestly 
impairs the efficiency 4>f the whole lorce, and 
it is a question whether they should not be 
suspended until their guilt or innocence has 
been determined, as was done in Chicago dur¬ 
ing the week, in similar cliarges against Police 
Inspector Bon field and Captain Shaach, a (xipy 
! of which is hereto annexed. 

When the Gamew’elI system was introduced

During the month of September I thought 
probably the furnace could be run cheaper 
without gas, and the test was made with coke 
and slack alone. At th/; end of the month the 
bills therefor were $292.70. In addition to this 
we had to employ an extra laborer to handle 
the coal and slack at an expense of $80.00, which 
made the expenses for the mohth or Septem¬ 
ber, when we had coke and slack alone, ^52.70. 
1 am, therefore, of the opinion that It would 
be cheaper, all things considered, to approve 
the contract with the Philadelphia Company 
for $800.00 per month. 

There will be a clause in the agreement with 
the Philadelphia Company that the Bureau of 
Health only pays for the time during the 
month that the furnace Is run, 

I am advised by the superintendent ol the 
Bureau of Health that with natural gas he can 
burn almost twice as much garbage as he can 
with “coke and coal as fuel. Another fact en¬ 
ters Into this matter Is, that when coal and 
coke Is used for fuel the burning of garbage 
hjis to cease and the furnace allowed to cool 
off two or three times a week in order to re¬ 
move the slag.

shall ajoinl drain be laid in cellars parallel 
with street or alley. All house drains or soil- 
plpe.s laid beneath the cellar door, shall be of 
extra lieavy cast iron pipe, with leaded and 
caulked joints, or of wrought iron pipe with 
screw joints, or of first class terra cotta pipe 
will) Joint.s of the best cement.

SKOTtON 1, Jlc U ordained and cnaofrd hjf 
the (Htjf o/ Pitmbnrgh, in Select, and Common 
Couneilft uasembled^ and it in hereby 
and enacted by the authority of the same. That 
the Oil let of tfie Department of Public Works 
be and is hereby autliorizcd and directed to 
cau.se to bo surveyed and opened witliln sixty 
days from the date of tiie passage of this ordi- 
rinnee, Ueulaii street from Sumner street to 
Picnic street, formerly Ormsby laue,ata width 
of 40 feel, in accordance with an ordinance 
locating tlie same, approved February 5th, 18Ho 
and recorded in Ordinance Hook vol. 4, page 549. 

The damages caused thereby and the bene- 
fitsto pay tlie same to bo assessed and collected 
in accordance with the provj.sion.s of an Actof 
Assembly of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, entitled “An Act authorizing and di¬ 
recting Councils of cities of tiie second class to 
provide for the improvement of streets, lanes, 
alleys and public highways, sewers and side¬ 
walks, requiring plans of street^ providing 
for the appointment of a board of viewers of 
street improvements, prescribing their duties, 
granting appeals to Councils and court, pro¬ 
viding for the assessment and collection of 
damages and benefits, authorizing the use of 
private property, and providing for filing liens 
and regulating proceedings thereon, and pro¬ 
hibiting the use of public streets without au¬ 
thority of Councils,” approved the Hth day of 
June, A. D, 1887, 

Sec. 2. That any ordinance or part of ordi¬ 
nance conflicting with the provisions of this 
ordinance, bo and the same is hereby repealed 
30 far as the same aflects this ordinance.
